drainage

I 
suggest therefore that no fur­ 
ther sales of petroleum product* 
for offshore shipm ent be made 
without prior consideration by 
this office."

June 17—The nation 
m ust quickly triple its billion-dol- 
lar-a-m onth defense spending and 
tighten” its belts so three or four 
models will do Instead of 20 now 
being turned out, Donald M Nelson, 
purchases director of the Office of 
Production M anagement told m anu­ 
facturers here last night. 
Nelson, a $l-a-year man heading 
the greatest aggregation of purchas­ 
ing agents in the world’s history, de­ 
claring he was optimistic at present 
progress, warned however of "un­ 
solved problems which have got to 
be solved quickly if we are to avoid 
serious trouble." 
He spoke to a group of industrial­ 
ists attending a "clinic on defense" 
conducted by the National M anufac­ 
turers’ Association. 
Nelson said disbursements on tire 
defense program now have reached 
a billion a m onth rale and by next 
year would be close to two and one- 
half billions a m onth, but would 
have to go to three billions. 
He warned th at as the defense 
program advanced more and more 
men and machines would be dis­ 
placed by a lack of material or tran s­ 
portation for specific goods and th at 
it was up to m anagement to solve 
the speaker predicted one of the 
principal changes would be a "gen­ 
eral, widespread, voluntary sim pli­ 
fication of lines, styles and models" 
of such goods as radios, automobiles, 
washing machines, refrigerators, and 
smaller household appliances. 
The 
government 
shortly 
will 
launch a program for voluntary ac­ 
tion among 
m anufacturers along 
th a t line, to be done in a truly 
democratic way,” the OPM execu­ 
tive said. Committees of m anufac­ 
turers, distributors and consumers 
will meet to plan the ways for sim ­ 
plification. 
W alter D. Fuller, president of the 
NAM, said defense strikes could be 
checked 
effectively 
"without 
the 
Army and without seizing industry" 
if the national labor policy were re­ 
vamped, local and state laws pro­ 
tecting citizens’ rights were enforced 
and workers were given the right to 
vote on strikes. 
Fuller, president of the Curtis 
Publishing Company of Philadelphia,

which federal troops finally were 
called, represented the “extreme re­ 
sult of the acts of a labor govern­ 
m ent th a t has outdone itself." 
"The correct solution,” he said, "is 
to avoid strikes, not government 
strike-busting."
